Erwin's presence' in Washington for 
trial.

Samuel Knight, Erwin's attorney who 
went thoroughly not only Into a defense 
but into arguments and citations to 
prove that no showing had been mafle 
ar.d no authorities had been introduced 
to warrant the holding of the accused 
for trial lr.
